“ The Russians figure if they 
can make a Rrcat showing In 
the Mexico City Olympics, it 
would be a tremendous feather 
in their cap. 
“ I ’m not talking from here- 
say. I know for a fact the Rus­ 
sians already have offered to 
send some of their coaches to 
help the Mexicans,” Hull con­ 
tinued. 
‘ Gabriel Korobkov, said he 
might go down to Mexico ‘just 
to help out’ despite the fact he 
previously had said he planned 
to retire after this year.”
